'migraine. ~ Migraine sufferers arc' 
highly" sensitive to some form of 
food. Dr. Balyeat explained.,Eating 
that particular food seems to have a 
constricting.effect on small arteries 
in the cortex or outer layer of the 
brain, and pain results. 


Milk, wheat, eggs, beans and fish 


all may cause migraine. Treatment 
consists .in finding io what food the 
patient is sensitive, and then remov- 
ing: it from his 'diet- 


Migraine apparently may be in- 


herited, he said. It occurs more fre- 
quently in families that also suffer 
from bay fever; asthma and eczema. 
Brain workers, such as college pro- 
fessors, students and business men 
seem to be twice as susceptible to 
migraine as laborers, because they 
have more highly developed nervous 
systems. About twice as many wo- 
men.as men have migraine. 


Two-thirds of the cases of 
mi- 


graine apparently start before the 
age-of 20, and about one-third be- 
fore .the age of 12. Many children 
are fitted with glasses to cure head- 
aches supposed,to result from eye 
strain, when actually they have mi- 
graine, Dr. Balyeat declared.

The American government Is of 


course concerned in whether other 
nations have favored treatment on 
products entering; Germany 
an< 


Austria, but this pales into Insig 
nUicance beside the possibility that 
all European nations may some daj 
be drawn into reciprocity agree 
ments between themselves. It such 
a policy develops, it will become 
necessary for the United States to 
consider a reciprocal basis too. 


The British government Is per 


haps more vitally affected than any 
other because Britain carries the 
trade of mqst nations and any re 
vision of the tariff 
structure is 


bound to affect ocean shipping as 
•well as the products of British col 
onies. 


The political side of the matter 


is not yet clear, though so far as 
"Washington authorities are

"While Germany and 
Austria discussed annexation with 
out success at one time, the facts 
that the two countries are closer to 
gether geographically 
as 
well as 


racially. 


Tho league of nations will of 


course examine the new trade agree* 
inent to see whether :t violates any 
of the many provisions relating to 
regional "understandings or 
trade 


practices among nations. It is clear 
that if the rest of Europe is op 
posed to the central union, the Ger- 
mans and Austrlans will go slow 
about putting'it into effect.

French government 'Will be anxious 
to determine whether it foreshadows 
any political alliance of a. military 
character; .but when the basis is 
discovered, .,to be purely...economic.

difficulty 1« experienced in securing 
donors of blood when transfusions 
are> necessary. Members of the pa- 
tients family, neighbors, fellow -work- 
men, or other friends are always 
•willing to make the sacrifice if their 
blood is compatible with the pa- 
tient's. In large cities, where blood 
transfusions are a matter of hospital 
routine, there are regular lists of per- 
sons who stand ready to sell their 
blood for this purpose. 
The price 


ranges from J5 to $50 a pint, depen- 
dent upon the ability of the patient 
io pay. In Appleton there are no pro- 
fessional donors, although 
several 


students at the college have signified 
their desire to be called when blood 
is needed. 


The usual transfusion is a pint or 


a pint and a half blood. There are 
two methods of transferring it from 
the donor to the recipient: the di- 
rect method, when the whole blood 
Is Injected Into the patient without 
contact with the ah-; and the citrate 
method, -when the donor's blood is 
mixed with sodium citrate, to keep it 
from clotting, and then injected Into 
the patient. The latter is considered 
the more favorable method, as less 
unfortunate clotting is apt to occur. 


There fire four distinct groups into 


which the blood of an individual may 
be classified. Some specimens when 
mixed form the corpuscles to group, 
and some speclmcnts do just the op- 


posite, dissolve the corpuscles. Thus 
it is very essential that compatible 
specimens bo mixed.

IIL—.A prison without iron 


bars or high walls or cells— 


A prison -where each inmate has 


comfortable bedroom, dines In a cozy 
little dining: room and has a cheerfu 
living room and sun porch for th 
leisure hours of the evening— 


A prison where organized society 


makes a genuine'effort at rehabUlta 
tlon and spends freely of its time and 
money to make its wards better 
people when their terms end— 


Such la the new Illinois Reforma- 


tory for Women, now nearlng com 
pletion on a 160-acrevtraet of land i 
few miles outside of this town on th 
open prairie. 


Eventually the state will lodge ap- 


proximately 300 women in this instl 
tution—criminals of all kinds, from 
shoplifters to "girl bandits." The re 
formatory is open now, although it is 
not quite finished. An executive staff 
under the direction of Miss Helen 
Hazzard, superintendent of the instl 
tution, is on duty, and few prisoners 
are confined there. 


Like Country Club 


Seen from the road, the reforma 


tory looks like an'exclusive country 
club development. The administration 
building rises in a grateful pile of 
rough stone, like an old chateau in 
Normandy. Beyond it, a winding 
graveled road leads through a grove 
of oak trees to the eight cottages 
that are to house the prisoners. 


In the spring these cottages will 


be in operation. Each will be a com- 
plete unit—and each is remarkably 
like the country home of a moderate- 
ly well-to-do business man who hap- 
pens to have a large family.' 


On the first f.oor of each cottage, a 


covered porch opens into a hallway 
which leads back to a large "living 
room, furnished neatly with wicker 
chairs and lounges, a. piano, a.table- 
ful of magazines and a phonograph. 
Adjoining is the suite for the matron 
who oversees the place. At the other 
end is the dining room, set with 
small tables of brightly painted wood, 
and the kitchen—a large room, this 
^quipped with iceless refrigeration, 
electric range and other modern ap- 
pliances. Upstairs are the bedrooms, 
airy and pleasant, each with a neat 
Iron bed, white sheets, and a dresser. 


JCo Prison Atmosphere 


Nothing in the house suggests that 


this is a penal Institution. An exact 
duplicate of each house, including its 
landscaping, would make a fine and 
salable addition to any residential 
suburb. One realizes that it is a re- 
formatory only when one sees the 
women inmates in their reformatory 
garb of plain denim. 


But Miss Hazzard, the superinten- 


dent, says the prisoners are not go- 
ing to be coddled or pampered. 


They will be prisoners, Just as 


truly as in an Iron-barred Institution 
of the older type. They will have to 
conform to strict discipline.

We want 
to avoid the stigma that goes with 
the ordinary penal Institution. We 
are going to try to give these women 
normal, healthy lives here, so that 
they can more easily lead normal, 
healthy lives in the outside world. 


"This kind of reformatory for wo- 


men Is not particularly new. There 
Is a reformatory of this type In Min- 
nesota, for Instance, and there is one 
in Ohio, and there are others In oth- 
er states. But it is new for Illinois. 


Voted Million Dollars 


"Illinois voted a bond issue of a 


million dollars to build this reforma- 
tory. When we have all of these 
buildings ready for use, about $850,- 
000 of the money will have been 
spent."

Expect Acreage to Reach 


Half 
Million Mark This 


Season

"Wisconsin is rapidly becoming not- 


ed for its wonderful alfalfa crops 
and the acreage Is now near the half 
million mark, according to R. A. 
Moore of the agronomy department 
of -the college of agriculture. While 
agreeing to the letter with that 
statement of the Wisconsin agrono- 
mist, County Agents J. N. Kava- 
naugh and L. J. Henry declares that 
the soils of the lake shore counties 
and of the Fox river valley are es- 
pecially adapted to the growing of al- 
falfa and are pointing to the mar- 
velous yields of hardy alfalfa seed 
produced in those districts the past 
year. 


"During: the past six years we 


have had only two seed crops," con- 
tinued Mr. Moore. "For the first crop 
we were unable to give the reason 
quite largely because we knew so 
very little about alfalfa seed produc- 
tion ; and for the second because the 
yield of seed which we received in 
1930 
was way beyond our expecta- 


tions and was probably the result of 
several factors, chief among these 
we might mention the season, care 
of fields, variety of seed sown, and 
soil treatment." 


can be planted three or four weeks 
or even longer beforo danger of 
frost la over. Potatoes can alsa be 
included in this list because it takes 
them some tune to come up, but af- 
ter they do appear above ground 
they will not stand much freezing. 


The second group includes those

• It pays to take a chance with the 
frost-resistant crops and plant Just 
as soon as the ground is in condi- 
tions. 


Second and even third plantings 


should follow so that if the earlier 
plantings are killed, those that come 
later will survive and produce a 
crop. Peas, for example, can often 
be planted while the ground is still 
freezing on the surface every night. 


"Air Drainage" Helps 
. 


Did you ever drive through a de- 


pression in the landscape on a warm 
summer evening and note how much 
cooler tho air was in the low place? 
This Is what fruit growers call "air 
drainage." It is the result of the 
colder air settling to the lower 
levels, leaving the warmer air on 
the higher ground. 


Gardens on low grounds may be 


completely frozen while those on 
higher ground will pull through a 
freeze in good condition. Even a 
difference of 40 or 50 feet in eleva- 
tion may mean safety on the higher 
ground. 


Methods of planting early crops 


are just as Important as tlmo of 
planting. The soil should be in good 
condition, ^ell plowed, pulverized, 
and all that. Then comes the ques- 
tion of planting distances and the 
depth to plant. 


Soil Covering Varies 
-It is a safe rule that the heavier 
or more poorly drained the soil, the 
shallower the seed should bo cov- 
ered. 
In general, 
garden 
seeds 


should be covered only deep enough 
to insure enough moisture to get 
them started. Deeper covering only 
retards them and delays their start. 


Wherever the soil Is loose and 


dry it pays to firm it slightly after 
planting and covering the seed. This 
can be done with the back of the 
hoe or by placing a board over the 
row and treading on It.
